Home Keepers to 


Earn Some Money 


In the daily article which appeared 
Inst week: welcomed practical de- 
Scriptions from mothers of how they 
had earned money without giving up 
the daily care of their homes and chil- 
Gren. I mentioned that I would be 
able to make some suggestions myself 
that had been tried and proved. These 
are mot merely in the realm of good 
ideas. They have been carried through 
. BUccessfully by young women or really 
mature women of my acquaintance. 

One woman had a little daughter 
‘who attended a large private school 
ea which she haf a scholarship. This 
woman used to take several children 
to the school, call for .them _at noon, 
‘take "them home and give them a hot 
luncheoh, and take them back to 
School again. 

~_ 


There were some variations in her 
plan as occasionally mothers would 
want her to call for the children after 
school, and see that they had a rest 
period and some one to care for them 
during the remainder of the afternoon. 
This plan was carried out in a large 
city, but it- would work out equally 
‘well In a suburban Community where 
the public schools are sometimes long 
distamces for younger children. If a 
‘woman had a car, as so many out of 
' town families of extremely modest 
means have, she could manage dis- 
tarices that would otherwise be hard 
or’ impossible for short young legs. 

Another young woman I know did 
mot attempt the giving of luncheon, 
but did take children back and forth 
to school. She mapped out a regular 
route for picking them up in order, 
and though she walked many miles 
a day she was improved in health 
by it. She dressed for the weather 
always and nothing kept her home 
short of a real blizzard. One young 
woman who did this was paid by the 
echool, Ali sorts of special occasions 
resulted in mothers asking for her 
help and, as the children liked her, 
she found herself as busy as she 
wanted to be. 


I know of one woman who goes out 
evenings to take care of the children 
ef young married people who can al- 
most never go out together. She 
_bathes the children, puts them to bed, 

and then spends the evening reading 
or writing letters or mending. She 
happens not to be married, but a hus- 
band and wife cuuld arrange this by 
the husband staying home and putting 
his own children to bed, This would 
mean money for the family exchequer 
experience for Daddy!

When America’s potato crop is dug 
and put in storage for winter there 
will be nearly four bushels each for 
every person in the country. Growers 
are not expecting to get much for 
their crop, but they expect the retail 
price to be low enough to encourage 
an increase in consumption. , 

Prices are so low out in the growing 
districts at the present time that many 
will no do@bt take advantage of the 
situation, buy their winter's supply 
and store them before a storage bill 
has been charged against this sea- 
son's crop. With the largest crop in 
the history to be protected over win- 
ter there is likely to be a heavy loss 
from careless storage. 

Storage specialists generally recom- 
mend a temperature around 38 degrees 
Fahrenheit. It is best to keep the 
temperature above 36 and under 41 
degrees. Chemists find that the tubers 
often develop’ a sugary taste if the 
temperature in the storage bin is al- 
below 36 degrees for
